The report charges that CSUC uses oniy 56 out of 
354 possible formulas for calculating these tuition 
increases. As areguit, the tuition does not recover all 
costs paid for by the General Fund. By applying al! 
CSUC could have 
bursemenits to the Generai Fund by approximately 
$6 5 million during the academic year 1980-81 

ihe report aiso charges the CSUC does not 
assess tuition for units attempted beyond the max- 
imum of 15 units. Non - resident tuition is based 
upon a Maximum of 15 units, and many students 
take extra units financed by the General Fund

“If they do not. we make a recommendation that 
the Legisiature may wish to impose such a re. 
quirement on the trustees,” Sjoberg said 

Sjoberg, explaining that the rate inc ease would 
raise the current non - resident fees of $2,160 to a fix- 
ed rate of $2,790, a $630 increase. said the state sub- 
sidized non - resident education by approximately 
$7.1 miilion during the 1980-81 academic year 

According to the report, the Legislature must 
amend Title V of the California Administrative Code 
before it can initiate tuition increases. Title V pres- 
cribes a variabie tuition based upon full 
equivalent student enroliment, with an increase of 
$180 projected for 1981-82 by the Board of Trustees

Speaker says evolution not

For years, high schools and 
universities have taught that man 
descended from animals that 
descended from reptiles that 
descended from amphibians, and 
$0 ON, in the long chain termed 
evolution 

Beginning with Charles 
Darwin's Origin of Species (1859), 
Scientists began to accept the 
radicai new theory that life evolved 
through millions of years, rather 
than being created 

The number of these scientists 
increased through the years 
Today, virtually all scientists view 
evolution as fact. That is, except 
for Dr. Duane T. Gish and a grow- 
ing body of skeptics in the scien-

Or Gish, associate director of 
the Institute for Creation Resear- 
ch, spoke Friday in a packed 
Redwood Room on ‘The Scientific 
Evidence for Creation.” 

The institute was one of the 
supporters of an unsuccessful 
lawsuit in March to force the state 
of California to teach the theory of 
creation alongside evolution in the 
Classrooms 

The speech was the last of a 
series of events for Transition 81’ 
by Christian campus and com- 
munity organizations 

Gish's basic argument was that 
evolution, the natural beginning of 
life, is not true. That leaves, he 
said, only a supernatural begin- 
ning. 

Gish, who has a B.S. in Chem- 
istry from UCLA, and a Ph.D. in 
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abortion legisiation and supports a woman's right 


medical director of the Women- 
kind Health Clinic, spoke about 
ine medical aspects of abortion 


The abortion procedure as 
done in our country is very 
safe,’ Mertz said She added 


that the most important step 
that could be taken is to get 
people use family planning 
and “tc use ali of the other 
means to prevent the necessity 
of abortion but if abortion is 
necessary, get it done early 
According to speaker Sue 


Ollar, director of the Women's

and a two - year fellowship from 
Cornell University Medical

in rally in the lobby of the 
Administration Building. on 
Monday, the eleventh anniversary 
of the Kent State shootings 

Clapping and

eyes We don't want to 
reorganize,” the students first 
attempted to meet with CSUS 
President W. Lioyd Johnsand Vice 
President of Academic Affairs 
Sandra Barkdull to voice the 
group's grievances with the 
proposed reorganization 

Barkduli refused to meet with the 
group until an appointment with 
the group's spokespersons could 
be made 

The students continued 
chanting as they marched around 
the Administration Building with 
Signs Saying “Reorganization is an 
attack on Social Work values” and 
“The struggle continues” The 


chanting

Students then entered the lobby 
and began a 90 - minute vigil 
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Students ficoded the lobby of the Administration 
Buliding Monday to protest the re - organization of 
the School of Social Work. University and City

The administration has 

requested their police to ask us to 
go Outside, social work graduate 
Student Susan Muldown told the 
group, as three campus police 
Stood guard at the front door 

After conferences with the 
police, Muidown explained to the 
students they would be allowed to 
Stay and wait for Barkduil inside 
the building if they were quiet 
Later warnings by the campus 
police suggested that only 10 to 15 
members of the group remian 
quietly in the building while the 
protest was Carried on outside 

The group debated for 30 
minutes before deciding to 
continue the full protest inside the 
Administration Building, despite 
the threat of arrest and 
suspension 

A total of seven campus and city 
police arrived before Director of 
University Relations Chuck 
McFadden toid the group that four 
representatives would be allowed 
to meet with Barkdull to air their 
grievances about the 
reorganizatior 
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= Students protest changes 
= in School of Social Work 


in the meeting with Barkdull 
Muldown read a letter dated Apri! 
30 which the Committee fo: 
Concerned Students Against 
Reorganization had sent to Johr 
stating, “As the consumers of th« 
educational services this campu 
provedes, we have effectively bee 
omitted frorn the planning stage: 
of the reorganization which mos 
certainly will affect our educat 
and our careers 

‘We ask you (Barkdull) furthe 
why the students were ignored 
said social work graduate student 
Victor Cota 

Barkduli replied that ghe had 
invited student input and ideas ai 
pasi faculty meetings where 
students had been present. Cota 


countered, saying that the 
invitation was unclear and had 
been made before the 
reorganization proposition was 


drawn up. This left the students 
unable to reply to the proposal 
which will be presented to Jonr 
this week 

Last week, Barkduli announced 
a proposal to reorganize the 
university and to combine the 
department of criminal justice

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Police watched the group while representatives met 
with Sandra Barkdull, vice president in charge of 
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El Salvador: 


The Salvadoran massacre con- 
tinues. Every day, every hour, 
every minute, El Salvador is noth- 
ing but killings and horror 
Salvadoran soldiers with US 
military equipment and advice 
continue the genocide of the 
Salvadoran people 

The reports from El Salvador 
are devastating. They speak for 
themselves ‘Junta soldiers 
gathered children and babies 
together and threw them into the 

air and then slashed them with 
long machetes.” 

Another account reports: “A 
civil guard slashed a woman, eight 
months pregnant, in two halves 
ana then killed “the child of 
subversion,” according to his 
confession to some witnesses 

On April 6, in another press 
release, the Sacramento Bee in- 
formed that: “Men in uniform and 
Civilian clothes drove into a poor 
suburb of San Salvador before 
dawn. pulled 23 people from their 
hornes and shot them dead in the 
street, witnesses said. Seven more 
people were slain in their homes in 
front of their families.” 

Tragically, the last repart from 
El Salvador confirms the slaughter 
that is going on there. A UPI press 
release on April 10, 1981 said 
“Salvadoran junta forces bombed 
the entrance of a cave where 1,500 
peasants sought refuge, killing 
everyone inside.” 

This is the sad reality of EI 
Salvador today; nothing but 
killings, killings, torture, torture 
and more torture The US 
government, in another 
characteristic example of how well 
it sympathizes with murderers and

The Reagan administration's 
revised experimental MX missile 
pian, released last week, poses a 
more intense threat to peace than 
did its predecessor. With the new 
plan, a few billion dollars are 
shaved off the price tag, but with 
an accelerated arms race, we again

ASI President Joe Gibson spoke ou} against a 
sudden tuition increase for non - residents, claiming 
a “grandfather clause,” or delayed increase, would 
be more etfective 

‘im angered at the way the whole thing has been 
handied,” Gibson said 

it's as if the Legislature and the auditor general 
are looking for a scapegoat They hang it on the 
people who are least able to defend themseives 
the non - residents, who don't vote 

Gibson said he agreed higher tuition should 
eventually be imposed, but not for non - residents 
already attending CSUC campuses

The CSUS women's track and fieid team dominated proceedinas 
for the second straight week while the men's team was partially 
successful at the meet heid here iast Saturday 

The women finished victoriously with 112 points. compared to just 
51 for UC Davis and 26 for Southern Oregon. The men wound up with 
84 points, which was not enough to overtake UC Davis’ total of 103, 
but they did come in well ahead of Southern Oregon's 27 point total 

“We couldn't keep up with Davis ii. the sprints,” said men's coach 
Kent Liebermann, “but we stayed with them in the other events. Our 
guys were not intimidated by Davis, even though they are one of the 
top teams in the conference.” 

Four school records were set at the meet by the women's team 
Diana Pappas made one of them by winning the 800 meters in 2:10.5 
Melissa Kennedy had another in the discus with a second place finish. 
Her mark was 39.48 meters 

DeAnn Homestead broke her week old record in the high jurnp. She 
won the event by Clearing the bar at 5 - 6, bettering her old mark by 
1% inches 

“I felt good on my approach today — everything went just right,” 
said Homestead 

After a slow start, she has improved steadily Looking ahead to the 
nationals, Homestead thinks she can reach the 5-9 mark

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‘Yo Yos’ spins audience into orbit with style, humor

Out of the blackness of the darkened theater 
appear, as if from another world, half a dozen spin- 
ning, rebounding illuminated objects: glow - in - the 
- dark yo - yos. The music begins, a pulsing, gyrating 
song and dance routine of the Yo - Yos, a group of 
select yo - yo fanatics whose leader, Yo - Yo 
Imperiale, proclaims the group to be the most 
respected unity in the world. 

“We are the Yo - Yos, and we don't like to mix with 
so - $0%," they sing in perfect finger - snapping 
unison. So begins the Chautauqia Playhouse's 
world premiere of part - time CSUS instructor 
Joseph Parente’s musical Yo - Yos 

The basic plot of Yo - Yos is fairly simple. To be a 
member of the Yo - Yos, you must be able to com- 
plete, to the satisfaction of the Yo - Yo Imperiale 


(Keith Jefferson), certain yo - yo feats. (This comes 
from the Yo - Yo Writ, the Book of String.) 

Duncan (Kevin Menager), a homely but lovable 
and sincere young man, classified by the Yo - Yos as 
a “sleeper,” wants desperately t0 become a member 
of the group. The problem is that no matter how hard 
he tries, he can't do even the simplest yo - yo trick 

Imperiale, a large, robust Southern Baptist - like 
man, treated like a god by his Yo - Yos, is reportedly 
somewhat “less than enthusiastic” over the potential 
new member 

When Duncan is refused membership in the Yo - 
Yos, he is told they like him and want him as a 
member, but since he can't do the tricks, he can't join 
(it's in the writ) 

The humiliated Duncan is left to himself by the 
group. He is then destined to have severai en- 
counters with people who attempt to help him out of 
his misery 


His first encounter is with a traveling salesman 
(selling yo - yos, of course) The elderly man 
(George Smith) suggests that Duncan take his ad- 
vice and proceeds to show him how dancing has 
made a new man out of him 

Duncan also meets a guitar player in a band who 
tries to convince him to join the band as a harmonica 
player. Duncan turns him down, insisting he only 
wants to be a member of the Yo - Yos 

But the encounter that changes everything for 
Duncan and the Yo - Yos is with a sharp - tongued lit- 
tle girl (Heidi Holmes) who wants Duncan to share a 
secret and be her best friend 

When the girl learns of Duncan's desires to join 
the Yo - Yos, she cannot understand why he is 
refused acceptance, and telis Imperiale, | don'tcare 
if he can't play the stupid yo - yo” 

For the most part, Yo - Yos has everything going 
for it itis a highly entertaining anc humorous look at 


a society built around cliques. Everyone needs to 
have friends and, as Duncan learned, you don't have 
to succumb to society's whims to be accepted. 

The acting at Saturday night's performance was 
exceptional. Heidi Holmes was the ideal child actor 
in her role and Kevin Menager was touching as the 
troubled Duncan 

But the show really belonged to Keith Jefferson 
as Imperiale. During most of his performances 
usually delivered in a preacher like sermon, most of 
the audience was hysterical
